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foam unit (30) is positioned below a nozzle for discharging 
prepared beverage and comprises a receptacle divided into 
several foam compartments (31). The foam unit (30) can 
be rotated about an axis A so that each of the foam com- 
partments can be positioned under the nozzle (25). In use, 
beverage is dispensed by the nozzle (25 ) as a jet of liquid 
that impacts a surface of one of the foam compartments to 
produce foam.
